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A lesson 
for fans 
who fight 

THE FULL glare of the national 
spotlight turned on Rotherham United 
last week when the collapse of a section 
of wall at MUlmoor brought a sad end to 
the derby match against Sheffield 


United. 

If ever an Incident 
showed that flghtingr 
between rival fans 
can have very serious 
consequences, It was 
this one. 

Police at the scene 
said fighting had bro- 
ken out after the 
match and as other 
people surged forward 
to try to get out of the 
way, pressure on the 
wall proved too great. 

The club's vice- 
chairman, Mr Lewis 
Pnrshouse, spent sev* 
oral hours on Satur> 
day evening visiting 
the injured in hospital 
and took two young 
lads home to Maltby 
after they had re* 
celved treatment. 

He said of the inci¬ 
dent: **It was a very 
sad and regrettable 
thing to have hap¬ 
pened and we at the 
club would like to ex¬ 
press our sincere 
sympathy for those 
who were hurt. 

“The trouble 
started when rival 
supporters began 
fighting after the 
match. Innocent 
people moved out of 
the way and the vol¬ 
ume of pressure 
forced the wall down. 

"In a way It Is, per¬ 
haps, as well the waU 
did ^ve way because 
the amount of pres¬ 
sure put on those 


standing in front of it 
could well have re¬ 
sulted In very serious 
crush injuries. 

"We do, of course, 
at all times consult 
the police about the 
safefy of spectators 
and as far as they are 
concerned the ground 
is perfectly adequate. 

"We do what we 
can, but at the end of 
the day if a section of 
fans decide to do 
something stupid then 
accidents will occur. 
That was the crux of 
the matter on Satur¬ 
day. 

“It Is, perhaps, 
worth pointing out 
that there was no 
physical violence on 
the field of play. 

"Footballers are 
sometimes blamed for 
Inciting the crowd by 
acting violently, but 
this was certainly not 
the case on Saturday 
and the players are 
absolved from any 
blame. 

"It just shows that 
some fans need no ex¬ 
cuse for violence and 
that Innocent people 
are the ones who stif¬ 
fen 

"1 would like to ap¬ 
peal to all fans at 
today's match to 
enjoy the football and 
to steer well clear of 
the kind of behaviour 
that brought about 
last week's Incident."

The South York¬ 
shire-born 26-year-old 
stands out as a player 
of class who can pro¬ 
duce moments of 
magic, that win 
matches — a rare 
ability in any team, 
let alone one In the 
lower divisions. 

Curran’s career 
began not many miles 
from his home at Kin¬ 
sley, near Pontefract, 
when he Joined Don¬ 
caster Rovers. 

He soon made an 
impression with his 
mercurial skills and 
when manager Stan 
Anderson was looking 
to strengthen the side, 
it was to the young¬ 
ster he turned to pro¬ 
vide the necessary 
cash. 

Curran was sold to 
Nottingham Forest 
boss Brian Clough in 
a deal that saw 
goalkeeper Dennis 
Peacock, winger Ian 
Miller and money go 
to Belle Bue. 

Curran, In fact, has 
been signed by some 
big names in manage¬ 
ment for having left 
Clough’s Forest he 
joined Tommy Doch- 
erty’s Derby (later 
moves took him to 


Lawrie McMenemv at 
Southampton and^ of 
course. Jack Charlton 
at Hillsborough. 

The £50,000 move to 
Derby did not produce 
the expected results 
and he moved on 
within the year - net¬ 
ting Docherty a nice 
profit of £10,000 and 
cutting the club's 
large overdraft. 

If the winger’s stay 
with Southampton 
was also not a long 
one, at least it had its 
measure of success, 
for Curran played In 
the League Cup final 
at Wembley and fig¬ 
ured In Saints’ good 
PA Cup run. 

But all the time he 
was keen on a move 
back to his native 
South Yorkshire and 
in the end Jack Charl¬

Curran's arrival 
prompted Charlton to 
enthuse: "He’s been 
our number one tar¬ 
get for a long time.

It is a point of inter¬ 
est that Curran signed 
for Wednesday In an 
insurance broker's of¬ 
fice used as London 
headquarters of the 
Football League for 
transfer purposes - 
In, of all places, 
Cheapside! 

Curran said at the 
time: “It is going to 
be great to be bSLck 
among my old friends 
In south Yorkshire. 
Wednesday have 
great potential and I 
am really looking for¬ 
ward to the chal¬ 
lenge." 

And a challenge it 


has been, for Wednes¬ 
day’s start to the sea¬ 
son has been remark¬ 
able for its Inconsist¬ 
ency, brilliant away 
performances being 
punctuted by sheer

There are exercises 
which can be of use in 
developing explosive 
power and power en¬ 
durance which do not 
use weights or ma¬ 
chines. The principle, 
as we have explained, 
is that people must 
work against resis¬ 
tance.

If they can sustain these two publications, 
every credit to them, for In the past Aston Villa 
(twice) and Peterborough were among the 
clubs to attempt two different publications 
throughout a season and then drop the monthly 
ones for financial reasons. 

INSERT 

Derby, Coventry and Stoke all produce useful 
club material to blend In with a colour insert 
that Is common to all three. 

Stoke possibly have the edge on the other two 
with some good material on reserves and jun¬ 
iors and interesting snippets from past pro¬ 
grammes. 

As far as we have seen, this Is the nearest to 
a ‘Programme Corner’ that any First Division 
club has and one might have expected more of 
these to blend in with adverts from club shops.
